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Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group II in the reply filed on 6/29/05 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that pushing gravel is not a materially different 
process from pushing snow. This is not found persuasive because Applicant's claims are 
directed to a method for pushing snow and not a method for pushing gravel Claim 17 includes a 
positively recited step of "plowing a snow covered surface by imparting a push force on the 
handle, wherein a front face of the wooden blade contacts a mass of snow and a bottom side of 
the wooden blade contacts the surface to be cleared of snow." A device for pushing gravel 
would not anticipate this claim nor would a method of pushing gravel. The pushing snow is a 
materially different process. The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made 
FINAL. 

2. Claims 1 and 19-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention. Applicant timely traversed the restriction 
requirement in the reply filed on 6/29/2005. 

3. Based on Applicant amendments submitted with the response to the last restriction 
requirement, Applicant is now required to further elect between the following species found in 
pending claims 2-18. Claims 2-3, 6-8, 10-13, 17-18 are generic to a plurality of disclosed 
patentably distinct species comprising 

a. Species I in Figure 3, showing a rectangular face plate, a linear sleeve with bolts 
and a metal jacket on the handle 
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b. Species II in Figure 4, showing a triangular face plate, a threaded sleeve 
Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even though this 
requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
